The Situation— The Route. 



We observo in a certain quarter a 
desire to drag into tho controversy 
between Canada and Columbia the 
question of route— to lay it down as a 
sine qua non of settlement that the main 
line shall be brought to Bute Inlet. 
To raise this issue at this important 
crisis is the very height of indiscre- 
tion. Clearly, the Province has no 
right to say where the road shall com- 
mence or where it shall terminate. The 
decision on that point must be left lo 
the arbitrament of tho theodolite and 
and chain. Politicians cannot be al- 
lowed to fix the line of a great railway. 
If they could be safely entrusted with 
that task why spend millions of del 
lars in surveys? If the residents of 
one section should have it in thoir 
pow,e« to say that the road must com 
menoa or end at their door, why deny 
the right to other seotions to mnke the 
same demand? If Victoria could ask 
as the price of peace that the road 
should come to Bate Inlet and no 
where else, could the same privilegt 
be denied to the people of New West 
minster whose interests are bound up 
in the terminus being fixed atBarrard 
Inlet f There is not now or never has 
been any misunderBtanding as to 
routes between the East and West. 
The people of Oolumbia, as a whole, 
are too sensible to make demandfeupon 
Canada that would increase her diffi- 
culties and add to her complications 
The demand for the Island road or itu 
equivalent is not unreasonable. The 
work was promised by two Govern- 
ments and gniiranteed by a third 
Large investments were mado nn the 
faith of those promises; and if the 
road is not to be undertaken by the 
Dominion Government a company 
should be subsidized with Dominion 
money to build it. This is all 
tho Island can in reason ask 
in her own behalf, and all that, if 
polled to-morrow, it would bo seen she 
does ask. Bho ba.s no quarrel with Cana- 
da as to the route of tho railway. Sho is 
content to leave that momentous point to 
the engineers, reserving, of course, the 
right to urge the claims of what she con- 
oci<eB to be the beat line on the attention 
of the engineering oorps. Other looali- 
tiea may exercise the same privilege and 
would deserve praise for thair energy in 
AdTBaoine their, olaims'jto the route. But 
neitlier Viotorift, nor New WestmiuBter, 
nor Yale can Bay to Canada, the road 
mast past onr door or we shall secede ? If 
we went before Lord Carnarvon with a 
demand like that we should bo "laughed 
out of court"— treated as children or 
idioti. Everything depends at this criti- 
cal moment on united action. Supposo 
we were to incorporate with onr manifoa 
to these words: "It mniit be railway 
f jom Esquimau lo Bate Inlet and thenoe 
to Ottawa and Montreal, or nothing. Thi . 
is our ultimatum," would there be tho 
slightest prospect of indnoing the wealth- 
iest and most important portion of the 
Mainland to back up our denaands ? Oer- 
Uinlynot. Wa ffight as well place a 
lighte'd'oBnaioin'amagarine filled with 
ppwdee and expect to avoid an explosion 
as to insert a olanae such as wo have quot- 
«d as "our ultimatum" and look for tho 
ftotive co-operation of tho residents of the 
Mainland. No address that is sectional 
or local in its scope and intent need look 
for favor on the Mainland. To insist 
upon making tho aolpotion of the route a 
question of politics would ba to court do- 
feat in advance, because Lower Mainland- 
era would rise as one man to oppose any 
petition that prayed the Government not 
to carry the railway through their section. 
A more absurd or preposterous proposi- 
tion than this we have never henrd. It 
would be asking one part of tho Province 
to commit commercial Buicide— to sign 
away the ohanco— sliKht though it be— ol 
saoaring tho terminus! Would Victorians 
bo willing to do that? Would any pro- 
perty holder of Victoria deliberatf ly sign 
a dooumeut praying the aovornmont to 
disregard natural advanliigoH and ongi- 
ncors' reports and take tho road to Btir- 
rard Inlet ? How much less can we ei- 
poot a Maialander to perpetrate a similar 
piece of folly by aaking the Government 
ta emy it to Bute Inlet ? 

As a rtne qM non of -success in tho pro- 
aant movement there must bo united ao. 
tioD. Th« Mainland and Island must 
Ooma together as they have never coma 
before. Thoir aspirR^ions aro idontionl. 
Both aootions aro interesisd in tho early 
prosoontioa of railway work on the Main- 
land as woU as on tho Islund. In i)roHn-

Dyking the Fraser— Its 
Eoonomio Effeots* 

SuMis, Aug. 17, 1876. 

Editor Colonist: — I have no doubt 
that many of your readers will ask tho 
question "would the dyking of the 
Sumas valley be a benefit to tho Prov- 
ince," I would answer "yes," if by do- 
ing so we could retain the money in 
the country that is annually sent out 
to purchase articles that couUl be 
grown at homo; and if tho Govoru- 
ment by a small expenditure can do 
this it is their duty to do so, as it would 
add to the prosperity of the whole 
Province. For instance, if dyked, 
there would be brought into cultiva- 
tion some 38,000 acres of land, about 
11,000 of which are occupied. Tho 
balance, some 27,000 acres, could bo 
readily sold in lots of 1(30 acres each, 
thereby giving some 106 farms, and, 
putting the population at six to each 
farm, would place some GOO people 
more in this settlement than wo have 
at present, thereby increasing tho rev- 
enue of the country, as whero that 
amount of people reside many other 
branches of industry would spring 
up, enriching both Westminster and 
Victoria by the impulse it would give 
to the trade. Divide the said land 
into equal parts, meadow and tillage, 
it -would give 19,000 acres of land for 
grain, and that at 40 bushels per acre 
would give a yield of 760,000 bushols 
of wheat or 22,800 tons, and divide 
the other 19,000 acres into tiniotliy 
and pasturage, would leave D.aUO 
acres for timothy which at two tons to 
the acre would yield 19,000 tons, leav- 
ing some 9,500 acres for pasturage 
and timber, the annual value of which 
would be, puttinc grain at li cents 
per pound, $681,000, and timothy at 
?1U per ton would bo §190,000. And 
then it would be easy to raise ^ tons 
of bacon to each farm. It would 
yield some 60 tons, which at 15 cents 
per pound would amount to f 18, 000, 
besides some 60 tons of butter at -10 
cents would amount to §48,000, mak- 
ing a total of somo $769,000. That 
money would be expended annually 
in aiul around the neighborhood of 
Westminster and Victoria, and JIas- 
qui. Pit Meadows and the Mouth of 
tho River would follow in due course. 
We should tUou bo oA^jtutiuy Instead 
of importing, and the banks of old 
Fraser would be teeming with a pop- 
ulation of many thousands. 

There is another subject to bo taken 
into consideration and that is what 
eflect would dyking have upon tlio 
rising generation in regard to educa- 
tion? As the case now stands chil- 
dren of tender years c'annot get more 
than six months schooling out of the 
twelve, for when the water is out upon 
the prairie thej' cannot attend and conse- 
quently thero is no school. And us tlio 
overflow koops us all poor, wo aro only 
too glad to keep at home the boys as soon 
as they are able to be of some use at milk- 
ing, etc., depriving them of that school- 
ing which they ao much ro(]uiro, foeling 
satisfied if thoy only learn the threo li'a, 
and that in an imperfect manner. 

On the other hand if tho land wero dyk- 
ed wo would be certain of our erop.s aud 
employ proper labor upon the farm and 
not keep the children from school. But 
wo should be in a position to give them 
sufficient sducation to enable thom to go 
out in tho world as perfect gontlomen 
in whatever branch of business their oc- 
cupation oalls them cither lis farmers, 
merchants, or tho professions. If farm- 
ers, their education would enable them to 
work their farms to the best advantage, as 
farming is becoming more of a scioneu 
than a physical occupation. Briton.

Grand Aquatic Demonstra- 
tion. 

A grant! atjiintic tlomoustration, givou 
in honor of liia Exoolloiu-y tlio Governor 
General, took placo yohtoriluy ou the Vic- 
toria "Arm." The iuterest wLieli His 
Excellency took in the display of Iiulians 
in thoir canoas on tlie occasion of his pub- 
lic rocoption hero last wi'ok piMHuaded tlic 
ofliciala of the lucliiiii J-)t'[)arliueat that an 
atuiatic demoustratiiMi, partiikiiitj somd- 
wliat of tlio niituro of a regatta but hav- 
ing for its main features oontcsts between 
Indiua tribes, would forma very pleasing 
episode in the list of ontortainuients pro- 
vided for the vice-regal party during their 
Bojonrn in our midst. It was thereforo 
decided, only howr.vor ou MouJay last, 
that a regatta ahuuld take placo aud con- 
sidering the short time alTordcd fm- niu.k 
ing necessary proparationa j.iid organizing 
the varioDB Indian competing crews the 
aSair may justly be said to have been at- 
tended with all the success the most 
Banguine could have expected. Thocom- 
ineucomont of proceodiiiga was annonn(^ed 
for 1 p. m. aud at tlmthuur the bunk.s of 
tho beautiful stretch of water wore th.ttod 
with numerous parties t)f ladies aud gon- 
tlemoa congregated in tho most favorable 
spots fox Tritnossing the races, whilst on 
tbe deep blue water itsolf pleasure boats 
of every description, freighted with the 
fair BOX attired iu varied and pleasing cos- 
tunio, rendered tho scene one of more 
than usual attraction. His ExcoUoncy 
the Liout-Govornor aiul tho Countess of 
DnfTerin accompanied by Capt. Chatlield 
of H. M. S. Amethyst occupietl a boat be- 
longing to that war vessel and wore loud- 
ly cheered as they passed through a 
swarm of smaller craft occupied by many 
prominent citizens. Hia Honor tho Lieut- 
enant Qovornor and Mrs. Richards accom- 
panied by tho hoD. tho Premier and Mrs. 
Elliott were also afloat in a boat manned 
by marines ; and His ExcoUoncy 's seoretarj- 
Hon. Liout.-Col. Littleton, and aides, 
Captains Ward and Hamilton, occupied a 
third boat belonging to one of tho men-of- 
war stationed as Esquimau, whilst tho 
Misses Eichards and Miss Elliott were 
seated in a boat belonging to and manned 
by the Dominion steamer Sir James 
Douglas, The programme for the day 
opened -with a demonstrali on by Indians 
in canoes. There were no loss than twelve 
tribes represented including tho follow- 
ing: — SoDgheo, Cowitchan, Bella Bella, 
Bella Coola, Hydah, Nitnkinh, Mahinalil- 
lacuUa, Clowit/ies.Quackewlth aiidQuick- 
fiotaonongh, and as they performed a 
variety of evolutions, keeiiing time with 
quickly flashing paddlos and singing 
fiongs of welcome and giving rounds of 
cheers as thoy moved swiftly along in 
their canoes, gay with flags of all de- 
scriptions, tho sight was very interesting 
and one which naturally elicited plaudits 
from the numerous spectators. Some 'M 
canoes and nearly 400 Indiana took part in 
the demonstration, figures which convoy 
eomo, although by no means a complete 
idea of the grandeur of the sight. His 
Excellency expressed himself highly do- 
ligbted and tho raoos were then proceed- 
ed with. The first ovout contested was a 
fanoo race for Northern Indians; four 
crCWB atarted, and after a very exciting 
raoe ronnd Dendman's Ts'and and back 
both thff ^ir'*^ second prizes were car- 
ried off by VoTl lUipert Indians, a Bella 
Bella canoe .coming in third. Tho second 
raco was for outriggerrf-ainglo sculls— 
and as tho starter gave tho signal to go, it 
was seen that there Kcro thico ooiupoti- 
tora— Qowen, Elliott, and Wall. The 
race at first had the appoarance of cloao- 
neaa, but on nearing tho winning point it 
was evident that Wall held a decided ad- 
vantage and would win easily. This ho 
ovontuiiUy did, dofoatiug (Jowon ftjr ao- 
oond place l)y a bare longth and Elliott by 
twice that distance. The third race, for 
Southern Indiana, proved tu lie tho tpiick- 
ost of oil tho Indian uoute.ils and roHultod 
in favor of tho Hongbccs who defeated 
three olhor canoes, a crow of E9((uimalts 
coming in flocond. Distanco, 2'/^ niiicH; 
timo, It) minutes. A four-oared race for 
youthn luidor 1!» years of ago was tho next 
(Bveut on tho ta})is, aud for it tlirtjo boats 
were enteried: D^rt No. 1 — Woilor, Seo- 
ley, Gardner, Marks, and J. Wark (cox- 
Bwu.in); Dart Jfo, 2 — Wootton, Harvey, 
Muuro, Spring b;u1 W. Swansou (cox- 
flwftin); tho Gloai.i— A. Horde, H. Borde, 
J. Morloy, W. Cai-u-rou luul J. Cloidte 
(coxswain). This prL-viul a very well con- 
tested raco from tirs-t tn i„„t, but at tho 
finish resulted in f.ivor ol Miq flrst nriincfl 
crow who defeated Dart No. by a leugtli 
and tho Gleam by about throi lengths. 

The fifth race, for [ndian won,nii i,j ea 
noes, was decithnlly tho uinHt aiuiuJag in- 
<'idontofthe day'n Hport, I'^our c,,ioe» 
titartcd, each curry i.ig from a dozen :p. 
wards of tho "fair inaidn nf the foroBw" 
»nd a» they dug till' water with tluur pad- 
dles the exoitemont of tlieir litiicuins o'i the 
sterner sex was intense. Onuoarinjj Curtis 
Foint His Exoollenoy instruoted his boat's 
crow to follow in the wake of the contest- 
ing natives, aud throughout tho entire 
raco both ho and tho Countess of DulTer- 
in wore apparently much interested in, to 
them, tho novelty of tlio scone. The 
Vioe-Eogal party accompauied tho canoos 
to the winning point and were afforded an 
exoollont opportunity of seeing the palm 
of merit carried olT by a BoUa Bella crew, 
who ilefeatnd their Histors from Bella 
Coolu by n length. After the raco bis J'jX 



od to tho daughters of tho forest who had 
contributed to his amusomont. A four- 
oared raco for scratch crews quickly fol- 
lowed and after an ozcelleDt contest was 
won by Dart No. 2— W. Cameron, A Bor- 
de, H. Borde, J. Morley, J. Cook (cox- 
swain) , who defeated the Mai)leloaf — II. 
Little, F. Came, M. Hiimbor, 0. Oowou, 
A. Mowatt (coxswain), by abouta length. 
The Oloam, with a crew consisting of 
Gardner, Woilor, Seoloy and ]\Iarks, J. 
Wark (coxswain), also started, but with- 
drew without going over the courao. Tho 
seventh event resulted in a very pretty 
canoe race between mixed ocews of South- 
oru and Northern Indians. Seven &rews 
craws competed, and after a rather close 
race tho first prize was carried off 
by a crow consisting principally of Song- 
heos, who boat their opponents only by 
muscle and hard paddling. The final 
raoo of tho day was for single sculls — 
youths under 19 years, There were three 
entries, Wootton. Jay and Sesley, The 
boats got away to a good start and round- 
etl tho island without accident, but on 
the horaostrotch, when near Curtis Point, 
the courso was occupietl by a number of 
canoes returning to Victoria.and Woottou 
and Seeltiy found it impossible to avoid 
fouling one or two of them. Jay, how- 
ever, who had not pulled round the 
island, appeared to have the race all his 
own way, but on nearing the winning 
point ho slackened speed and Seoloy, who 
rowed very well, shot past him followetl 
by "Wootton ancl won the raco, Jay finish- 
ing third. Tho programme concluded 
with a duck hunt, C. N. Oowen otlioiatod 
as "tho bird," and after tho usual dodg- 
ing, plunging and diving was caught by 
A. Bordo, anil a very enjoyable day's 
amuwamont thus tt<rininatod. 

As the Indian contests formed tho most 
attractivo features of tho regatta, it is 
only fair to state that tho succousful or- 
ganization of tbo crews was due in a great 
measnre to the exertions of Capt. MofTatt 
ond Mr. O. Blenkinsop, acting under the 
instructions of Lieut. -Col. Powell, Super- 
intendent of Indian Affairs, whilst tho 
thanks of tho public are duo to those gon- 
tlomon wlio carrieil out tho onerous du- 
ties of starters, judges and referees. Tho 
opening Indian demonstration was eapo- 
cially effective and created a most favor- 
able impression on tbo distiDguished par- 
ty in whoso honor the entire celebration 
wi>n eottou np.

Tho members of tho Chamber of Com- 
merce of Victoria very respootfully best to 
approach Your Exoolleaoy with the offer 
of a sincere welcome °on the oooasion of 
your visit to this Provinco, and to express 
thoir sense of the honor conferred upon 
this distant portiou of tho Dominion by 
your presence, evincing as it does tho 
interest whioh is cherished by Hor Most 
Graciona Majesty and her govornmont in 
the affairs and people of British Columbia 
notWitbstanding their isolation and dis- 
tance from the Central Government. 

The Commercial intorosts of Victoria 
anu so intimately bound up with tho pro- 
gress and prosperity of tho Provinco, 
which in turn depend so largely upon the 
absence of political strife that wo hail 
your Excellency's visit, with more thau 
ordinary feeling of gratulation, trusting 
that it may be the means of leading to a 
speedy settlement of tho dilBoultios and 
delays which have irtorvoaed in tho 
carrying out of the public works under- 
taken by Canada in connootion with the 
Union of this Provinco with the Domin- 
ion; disappointing delays whioh have en- 
gendered uncertainty and mistrust to ao 
great an extent as to cause serioud stagna- 
tion and alarming apprahonsiou as to the 
future. 

Notwithstanding the adverse circum- 
stances just referred to it is encouraging

\ii nn inauntion of tho impor- 
tanco of tho commeioo of t^o Pro- 
vince to tho Dominion Ciovornmoni 
wo would direct your Excelloney'a atten- 
tion to tho fact that the Customs' IloTonue 
estimated at oor head is largely in excess 
of tho amount contributed per head by 
any of our sister provinces, and the ag- 
gregate exhibits a oonstantly inoreaaing 
tentloncy. 

We aro convinced that the varied and 
valuable resources of the country will 
commend themselves to yourEscollonoy's 
favorable notice in your travels through 
tbo Provinco and we trust that the desira- 
bility of facility of communication forthe 
development of theso resources will firm- 
ly establish itself in your mind. 

We desire to add our respectful and 
very hearty welcome to Hor Excollenoy, 
Lady DufTorin, antl to stata that wo «arn- 
estly hope that the visit to British Co- 
lumbia may yiold to Her Excollenoy aud 
yourself such gratification and pleasure 
as may bo felt to thoroughly compensate 
for tho dangers and fatigue of so losg 
and todioua a journey; and that from 
your Excellency's visit may date a new 
era in tlio prosperity of the commercial 
and general iniorestB of B. C.

China and Japan.

From our files of the Japan "Ga- 
zette" and "Herald" we gather tho 
following items : 

The suppression of newspapers ini- 
mical to tho Government continues, 
and the jails aro filled with editors ioi- 
prisonod for reasons. 

The P. & 0. Company, owing to the 
vessels it has been employing on the 
Shanghai- Yokohama line being re- 
quired Lo oarry tea, has temporarily 
withdrawn from that line. Four fine 
steamers are likely to be sent out from 
England especially to resume this ser- 
vice. 

Large quantities of rice have been 
shipped from Japan to China this year, 
on account of the drouth in tbe latter 
country. , 

Mr. Mori, Japanese Ik'inister to the 
Court of Ohiiia, who recently returned 
to Japan, owing, it is said, to the ill- 
ness of his mother, has been ordered 
to remain in Tokio for the present. 

Some officers bavo been detailed by 
the War Department to visit tbo Ex- 
position at Philadelphia. They will 
leave by next mail. 

CUlNA. 

Tho drouth continues in the north- 
ern provinces. In some places the 
poasantry suffer from absolute want of 
food. Governor Li has sent 2000 
troops from Tientsin to Pautingfoo to 
prevent disturbance. Tho destitute 
aro beginning lo seek relief in Tient- 
sin, whore the Government has appro- 
priated 10,000 taols for oponing soup- 
kitchens. Tho Governor has taken 
stops for imporliug largo quantities of 
rice. The scarcity of imported grain 
is caused by ii special tax upon all 
grain coining from ilanchurin. 

A groat ileal of oxciloinent han boon 
manifested lately by the Chiuoso at 
Ningpo, owing to the alleged discovery 
during tho present month of a brass 
tablet in tho vicinity of Cing Yun, a 
town in the Chokiang provinco, and 
about 2f)0 luiloa southeiiat of Ningpo. 
It is said this tablet has buried under- 
ground over 500 years, and was acci- 
dentally (?) unearthed. The inscrip- 
tions on it aro supposed to be of a 
prophotio character, and show forth 
tho coming troubles of the reigning 
dynasty of China. 

Secret dispateboa have boon receiv- 
ed from Pekin, talking of war against 
the Europeans.againBt whom tbe door 
of commerce with Ohina is to be shut 
and prohibiting the adoption of their 
religion among the Chiuoso. 

Robert Duncan, late Secrntary of 
tbe Hongkong and Whainptia Dock 
Company, and M, J. Kosario, chief 
clerk in the oompany'a dock at Eow- 
loon, have been convicted in tlie 
Hongkong Supremo Court on four 
counts for ombozzlQinout. Duncan got 
niuo years penal aorvitudo and Hosario 
was sentenced to hovou yoara impris- 
onment with hard labour. 

A great deal of damaged tea is 
being dried ak Foochow. Tba 'Herald' 
states tliat it stinks inlolorably. 

It is reported from Shangliai that 
tho son of tho lalo Tai-p'ing loader is 
posted iu the Nino Dragon mountain 
in tbo south, and that trouble iso.xpoot- 
od from tJiat quarter. Famine over- 
threw the Ming dynasty, and the 
Manohus, who profited by the destitu- 
tion, may be starved out in their turn 
also. 

From Footiliow news cornea of fight- 
ing up country between Amoy and 
Swatow people. Several petty man- 
darins have' bean killed, besides 800 
BoldietB. 



The political situation with England 
remains unchanged. Sir Thomas Wade 
is in Shanghai, but well-informed per- 
sons agree in thinking that China, ow- 
ing to internal troubles, will yield to 
the demands of England. 

ENGLAND AND RTJSSTA. 

The "Spectator" of July Ist says 
that tho point ou which Euglisimiou 
havo now to decide, ami decide at 
once, is whether they will light Russia 
in a great war, because from selfish 
motives she is helping to omancipate 
13,000,000 slaves. Tho rights of pop- 
ulations, like those of many to tako 
their froodom if they can iu fair battle 
is (tho "Specjtator" says) us clear as 
tho right of any man to keep his own 
possessions. Wo havo uo more right 
to help a Power to eoiuniit atrooitios 
such as are going ou iu Bulgaria, be- 
cause the Power is useful to our inter- 
ests, than to help a Ribboumau to 
murder because he votes straight. 
Aud, as we maintain, in so helping 
Turkey, we aro injuring Europe and 
our own position iu tho world'. There 
is an liniiorlying idea in many quar- 
ters that if tho South Sclavs succood- 
od in oversetting the Sultan's throne, 
and compelling tbe Tucks to fill . up 
their depopulated but beautiful terri- 
tories iu Western Asia, they would be 
more dependents of the Russian Czar. 
They would, on the contrary, be tho 
most dangerous ouoniics tho Russian 
Government over encountered in its 
career. Prince Nitika at the head of 
the eight States, or, better still, the 
Arcbtluko Albroclit, would bo at the 
head of a power which liismarck 
would court, bec.Tu.so without its con- 
sent Russia could not move; which 
Austria would court, because it alone 
could guarantee Hungarian obedience ; 
and which England would court, bo- 
cause it would give precisely that se- 
curity which we aro always hoping in 
vain to obtain from the Ottoman 
caste. What is there in such a jiros- 
pect which should induce English- 
men to expend blood and treasure in 
rojecting it, or why, if we must fight — 
aud we do not deny for one instant 
that Russia is daugertJus — should we 
not fight when European Turkey has 
been freed? The Federation would 
iioia tUo hoya of gouth Buoola, and 
would bo so droadoil in St. Peters- 
burg as to be forced to defend itself 
by external alliance. Russia may 
"rush" Constantinoplo ? Nonsense! 
What is easier to tight — Russia, on 
the borders of the Sea of Marmora, a 
thousand miles from her resources, for 
tho independence of the Sclavonic 
B'edoratiou, or to fight her in the 
Crimea, ou her own ground, for tbo 
right of the Ottoman case to misgov- 
ern 13,000,000 reluctant subjects? If, 
indood, there were a possibility of 
making tho Ottoman's at once so civ- 
ilized that thoir rule was no injury to 
Europe, aud so securo that this rule 
could bo lenient to its subjects, some- 
thing might, at all events, be said f o r 
adhering to the tradition which has 
cost so much; but not even Mr. Dis- 
raeli believes in a possibility of tho 
kind.
